CHICAGO (UPI) - Night 
driving requires extra care be­ 
cause accident rates are much 
higher than in daylight hours. 
Auto accidents of all types, 
occur nearly three times more* 
frequently between the hours 
of dusk and dawn than during' 
daytime, safety surveys show 
Many are caused by lack of 
proper vision on the road and 
are preventable by advance 
planning and awareness of safe-1 
ty factors. 
Homemakers planning vaca­ 
tion trips were given these tips 
by the Murine Co. to prevent 
accidents and safeguard their 
families. 
To maintain good visibility.! 
be sure to keep the windshield,; 
back window, head and tail­ 
lights clean. Reflective tape or! 
paint on the bumper ar trunk 
of a car and reflective license 
plates used by some states 
make cars easier to see at 
night. Because the eyes can­ 
not telegraph signals to the 
brain at night as effectively as 
they can under daylight condi­ 
tions, never wear sunglasses 
after dark. Their usa causes 
distortion tai depth perception 
that can lead to accidents. 
Dark glasses, however, are 
advisable during the day. par 
ocularly when you win be do­ 
ing some night driving as well. 
Bright sunlight uses up a pig­ 
ment In the retina of the eye 
called “visual purple,” which Is 
needed for vision in dim light 
You may lose a substantial 
amount of nighttime seeing 
ability if your eyes are not pro­ 
tected during the day, which 
can create additional driving 
hazards. 
Stow D un 
slowly at night. Visual percep­ 
tion is less even under optimum 
conditions, and difficulties are 
often compounded by the glare 
of approaching headlights or 
neon signs. 
It takes about 39 times as 
much illumination to make ob­ 
jects visible when you face 
bright lights. Studies show that 
an average driver traveling 50 
miles an hour who passes a 
set of glaring headlights travels 
the next 73 feet totally blind. 
A glare-blinded driver must 
allow plenty of time to slow 
down, lf you're blinded by ap­ 
proaching headlights, keep yourj 
eves on the right-hand side of 
the road and flash your lights 
as a warning to the other driver 
to dim his. 
Confusing glare in the car 
can be reduced if you keep in­ 
strument panels dim and don't 
use the dome or other light! 
sources while moving. 
Never stop on a roadway at 
night, if possible. In case of 
emergencies, pull off the road 
as far as you can and alert ap­ 
proaching traffic by placing 
lights or flares behind you. 
Equipment needed for night; 
emergencies include a flashlight 
with spare bulbs and batteries: 
safety markers such as flags or 
flares; and extra fuses and 
bulbs for your car’s light sys­ 
tem. 
Good physical condition is 
another prime requisite for night 
driving. Anything that detracts 
from your alertness, such as 
physical or mental fatigue, or 
emotional 
upsets, 
will 
add 
greatly to tile usual difficulties 
of night driving. 
And even though you might 
have tim children asleep to tim 
back salt, their restlessness 
during daytime driving boun 
to bound to wear on adult—ryes, 
and take some of tim mmrgy 
away from Bight driving tasks. 
It’s a goad idea to make fre­ 
quent rnst stops on long trips 
to tot tim children exercise and 
give toe driver a break from 
the Jnonotonv of continual mo- 
tioqg Also, always keep a win­ 
dow partially open.

generation ago. 
The fact is that Romney’s talk 
was more or less a paraphrase 
of the sort of sound American - 
economics favored by the late ; 
('.aret Garrett, who thought the 
genius of our economic system 
resided in the possibility of di­ 
viding productivity gains in a ' 
three - way split, something ’ 
for stockholders, something for 
labor, and the rest to the con­ 
sumer by way of progressively 
lower prices. 


The Governor was on what 
was once the normal liberal 
Americans beam, and the trage­ 
dy is that his evocation of the 
figure of the first Henry’ Ford 
• who raised wages and simul­ 
taneously lowered the price of 
his cars! was taken by com­ 
mentators to be mere antiquar­ 
ianism. something on the order 
of a model T car itself. 
Romney was stepping on some 
well - entrenched sacred cows, 
for his Caret - Garrettism was 
an implied criticism of two great 
powers in his home state of 
Michigan.

Reuther's 
United Automobile Workers and 
the big three of the automotive 
(industry. 
What 
the 
Governor 
was saying, by indirection, is 
J that 
both the UAW and the 
big three left the consumer out 
of account when they 
made 
their last 
bargaining 
agree­ 
ment. which provided for high­ 
er wages and a continued flow 
of good dividends to the stock­ 
holder. but offered nothing for 
the consumer in the way of 
lower car prices. 
The Governor extended 
his 
criticism to the entire economic 
system of the United States, for 
he spoke of big corporations and 
big 
unions 
everywhere 
skim­ 
ming the cream of our afflu­ 
ence and letting the customer 
become the forgotten man. 
A couple of generations ago 
this sort of talk would have 
marked the Governor as a lib­ 
eral or a progressive in the na­ 
tive American tradition of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt and William E. 
Borah, to name two Republi­ 
can 
representatives 
of 
the 
breed. 
But whether the classic Amer­ 
ican liberal economic doctrine 
can carry Romney to the U.S. 
Senate or to the White House in 
a day when everybody seems to 
be trying to get his cut by way 
of one government subsidy or 
another is a question. As a peo­ 
ple we may have degenerated 
too fast and too far to support 
a Romney. 
Romney had something to say 
about the decline of religious 
convictions, the trend to substi- • 
tute government and money for 
family rsponsibility, the linked 
spread of juvenile delinquency 
and senior citizen aimlessness, 
and the need for overhauling 
obsolete musicipal and 
state 
charters that keep our local 
political units from functioning 
acceptably. What he said on 
these scores should make him 
an acceptable candidate to both 
conservatives 
and 
traditional 
liberals alike. But he has an­ 
noyed conservatives by being 
I stiff - necked about Barry Cold­ 
water. Whether peace can be 
j made between die Coldwater 
wing of the Republicans and the 
Romney partisans is a ques­ 
tion that should be tackled in 
a sincere way by everybody 
concerned, for the Republicans 
haven't enough good candidates 
to throw anybody away because 
of a misunderstanding. 
Romney is touring western 
Europe with a group of 72 Mich­ 
igan businessmen and state of­ 
ficials to drum up business for 
Michigan as a “seaport state.’* 
In the Romney party are big 
shots from such corporations 
las the Dow Chemical Co., the 
Whirlpool Corp., the S. S. Kres- 
ge Co., and the Michigan Bell 
Telephone Co. Maybe some of 
George Romney’s passion 
for 
“consumerism” as opposed to 
big corporation - big union con- 
centantion on high wages at 
maintained price levels will mb 
off on his traveling compan­ 
ions. The man who sold the 
Rambler car is still an entiling 
character, 
and 
the 
country 
would be the gainer if be could 
only sell Ids economic theory 
in key places.

Sand Is the Story 
All Along Mississippi 


ROCK ISLAND. ID. (AP) - 
In bags or boils, sand is the big 
I story along die Hooding Missis­ 
sippi River. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers has distributed nearly 
three million sandhogs in tis 
district stretching between Gut 
tenberg, Iowa, and Hannibal, 
Mo 
Many of them Ijave been used 
against sand boils — little 
pieces of leaky ground that, lf 
left unattended, will bring down 
the mightiest earthen dike man 
can erect. 
Boils usually appear at tile 
ledge of a dike. But engineers 
have said they can pop up Cl or 
more feet from tile river edge. 
They are simply soft spots in 
the earth, said Col. Howard B. 
Coffman Jr., chief of the Engi­ 
neers in the Rock Island Dis­ 
trict. 
The river seeps under the dike 
through channels such as tree 
roots. Conman said. When it 
comes to a soft, sandy spot

From there, the news of the 
society moved to the east and 
was picked up by another com­ 
munist newspaper. 
After those two communist pa­ 
pers denounced the John Birch 
Society, the nation's “liberal; 
press” picked up the line and 
began smearing the society, i 
Benson stated. 
However, Benson saki that tile 
society expected to be smeared 
because it was fighting com­ 
munism. and because Ameri­ 
cans have been conditioned to 
lose to communism and have 
bern losing for years. 
He said that the communists 
now control more than 58 per 
cent of the population of the 
world and that they are foster­ 
ing strong central govenmmat 
in America because it la easier 
for them to take over one cen­ 
tralized government in the coun­ 
try than it wort! be to take 
over 50 loyal American govern­ 
ments (apparently in reference 
to the governments of the 50 
states). 
The communists also are help­ 
ing foster socialist government 
in tho United States because 
they like “to work with social­ 
ists and liberals beewise it is 
easy for the communists to take 
over the power from them,” he 
declared.
